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Commissioners Set New Rules 


For Farm Center 


The Coffee County Commi- 
sSion met in regular session 
on Monday, August 28, at the 
Courthouse in Elba, and foll- 
owing a meeting with the Farm 
Center Board, agreed to stop 
renting the building to events 
that were not farm-related, 
The commission presented fi- 
gures showing that for the past 
34-months the Farm Center 
showed $14,821.75 in receipts 
and $61,646.61 in expenses, 

“There is a need to cut 
back the non-farm related 
events,” said Judge James L, 
Sawyer, ‘and we also need 
to cut back in all areas, We 
can’t continue like this!’’ 

Judge Sawyer expressed 
hope that the county might get 
additional help from the Senior 
Aid Program. The program 
(which costs the county $250 
a year) involves hiring a per- 
son over 55 years of age to 
work 4 hours a day, 

“The Center is a real 
asset to the county,” 
stated board member Phillip 
Martin, “but it is not used 
as much we had hoped,” 

Another plan to cut back 
expenses was to let the 4-H 
program operate the concession 
stand at the center, This 
plan met with the approval of 
all members, 

The meeting began at 10;00 
a,m., with all commissioners 
present, Present were Don 
Smith, Max J, Reeves, Bennie 
Beckham, Rex Boutwell, Jack 
Hornsby, Gilmer Grant, Pro- 
bate Judge James L, Sawyer, 
Clerk Brunease Winston, and 
County Engineer Leslie Mul- 
lins, 

The first order of business 
was to open bids on the sale 
of two Garbage trucks, Bids 
were received from: L. M. 
Burch-$1680 (diesel), $840 oth- 
er truck; and Dowling Truck 
and Tractor, $1575 on each 
truck, The commission vo- 


ted to sell the diesel truck 


to Mr. Burch and the other 
vehicle to Dowling Truck and 
Tractor. 

Mr, Johnson, from the 
Cross Trails Regional Library, 
addressed the commission 
seeking support for the li- 
brary service, Johnson stated 
his organization served resid- 
ents of 5 counties with both 
books and films, ‘We are 
trying to provide good service 
to the people of this region,’’ 
said Johnson, ‘and we’d app- 
reciated your continued su- 
pport.”’ 

Mr, Martin Wyatt, of the 
Regional Alcoholism Council, 
also presented the comm- 
ission with a financial request, 
“We organized § years ago and 
serve the counties of Butler, 
Coffee, Covington and Cren- 
shaw,”’ 
“and we’re trying to expand 
our educational program. We 
would like for Coffee County 
to help in any way possible,’”’ 
Mr, Wyatt told the commission 
that last year the council had 
expenses of $22,553.05 and 
that the proposed budget for 
this year would be over 
$28,000, 

Probate Judge James L, 
Sawyer told the board; 

***All the commissioners were 
invited to the dedication of 
the Shelby County jail; 

***he had received much pol- 
itically oriented mail, and 
passed it out to the commi- 
ssioners; 

**Kof a meeting set for Aug, 
29 for all county attorneys. 
The commission agreed tosend 
the county attorney and the 
probate judge.

***the power company still has 
taken no action on moving po- 
wer poles on Moates Road, 


***That Harvey Allen, a 
county employee, was killed 
Saturday while on vacation in 
Wyoming. Mullins discussed 
the amount of pay available to 
his family. 


***Reported that Assistant en- 
gineer Tim Hornsby had been 
involved in a wreck on Rowe 
Bridge road, The trooper re- 
port indicated both vehicles 
were going down the middle of 
the road, but Mullins stated 
the assistant engineer wasn’t 
in the wrong. Damage to 
the county vehicle was estim- 
ated at $403,

FIRE ANT CONTROL 

Chlordane has been used 
Sometime by the homeowners 
to control fire ants. Very 
soon now Chlordane will no 
longer be available, Some deal- 
ers have told me that when 
their supply of Chlordane is 
gone, they will not be able to 
get any more, 

Two other insecticides are 
available for the homeowner 
to use in fire ant control. 
These materials can be used 
in lawns and other non-crop 
areaS-around the house, orna- 
mentals and tlower beds, Dia- 
zinon 2% granules at the rate 
of one tablespoonful over and 
around each individual hill is 
effective, Another material is 
Chlorpyrifos, a 6.7% liquid 
concentrate, at the rate of 2 
fluid ounces per gallon of wa- 
ter is effective on fire ants, 
this combination should be ap- 
plied at the rate of one gallon 
per mound using a sprinkler 
can, That is a lot of material 
to have to carry to each 
mound, I would stick with the 
% Diazinon granules at 
one tablespoon, This would 
be an easier treatment. 


CAUTION 

Farmers who have some 
white mold should not panic 
and begin early digging. All 
research indicates that white 
mold, even though it may appear 
to b# extremely damaging, does 
not always ruin a crop. For 
example, if your had say 
5 hits’ per 100 feet of row, 
tlds would be about a 5% da- 


wage, On an acre basis this 
Would be about a 150 pound 
‘loss, On the other hand, if 


a grower who sees this white 
mold and plows up two weeks 
too early, he may lose 20- 
30% in weight and a lot in 
grade, In other words, the 
5% white mold damage might 
cost him $30 to $40 to leave 
it out there and dig at the re- 
gular time whereas premature 
plowing could easily cost as 
much as $100 per acre. So, 
1 would recommend choosing 
the lesser of two evils and 
leave the peanuts there as long 
as you can be consistent with 
the damage being done.

SOYBEANS’ INSECTS 

We have complete infor- 
mation on controlling soybean 
insects, Soybean leaves, can 
Stand a considerable amount of 
damage before it is necessary 
to spray. Growers who rush 
out there and put on an ap- 
plication of insecticide prema - 
turely kill off a lot of bene- 
ficial insects, In many cases, 
this necessitates some ad- 
ditional treatments to the soy- 
beans later on, 

Be on the watch out for the 
podworm, This worm attacks 
pods and, of course, you can’t 
stand much damage of this 
kind, Initiate treatment when 
podworms become active, 

We have information on the 
various chemicals to use and 
when to apply. Generally 
speaking, be reluctant to begin 
treating soybeans until it is

EXTENSION’S ENERGY TIP 


Refrigerators are popular 
in the summertime, And be- 
cause your refrigerator is o- 
pened and closed so often--get- 
ting cold drinks, ice, etc,-- 
it has to work overtime and 
use more energy during the hot 
weather, 

You can help reduce the 
energy your refrigerator uses in 
the summertime by following 
these 6 tips: 

Don’t use your refrigerator ° 
for long-time food storage, Dis- 
card leftovers that you. won’t 
use and don’t refrigerate items 
that don’t need it, 

Don’t put piping hot food 
in the refrigerator, Let it 
cool a bit, but not long enough 
to give illness-causing bacteria 
‘time to grow, 

Plan what you’ll take out 
of the refrigerator before you 
open it. And take three or 
four things out a time rather 


than opening the door for each. 

Check the door seals oc- 
casionally to be sure they are 
tight. And clean the conden- 
sor more often than ususal, 

When you go on short va- 
cations, turn the controls to 
warmer setting, but keep the 
refrigerator cool enough to 
maintain safe storage temper- 
atures, If you’re going to be 
gone for a long time, clean 
out your refrigerator, turn it 
off and prop the door open 
so the appliance can air out,

COFFEE CONSERVATION 


Till - No Till 


Choosing the type of 
tillage system that best fits 
your land while still controlling 
erosion is a difficult decision 
that many farmers are facing 
now. What works well on one 
farm to control erosion may 
not be at ali suited to another, 
even though they may be 
neighboring farms, Conditions 
which affect erosion differ from 
to field. Now, the choice of 
a good conservation tillage sys- 
tem is even more important 
because federal laws require 
that sediment and chemicals 
be kept out of our surface wa- 
ter by 1983, 

The adaptation of our til- 
lage systems more closely to 
the needs of soil types and 
conditions and the crop being 
grown will not only improve 
overall soil management, but 
hopefully will also improve the 
quality’ of surface waters. 
Conservation plans, used wise- 
ly, can help farmers chuuse a 
tillage system that would best 
fit the soil:types and erosion 
conditions on their particular 
farm.

cial importance in the South- 
eastern United States, These 
Soils of the lower coastal plains 
region are very erosive in na- 
ture and improper management 
can result in loss of *product- 
ion and profits as well as loss 
of a productive resource, 

A number of things can 
have a major influence on whe- 
ther a conservation tillage 
practice succeeds or not, These 
are: (1) soil traits, (2) drain- 
age, (3) previous crop grown, 
(4) climate, (5) weeds and pests 
and (6) slope of the land, Be- 
cause all of these items vary 
from farm to farm, each farm 
operator should make a perman- 
ent record of these traits to 
be consulted every time he 
prepares his land and plants a 
crop. 

Because of variability of 
soils within each farm special 
consideration as to type and 
characteristics should be rec- 
ognized in detisions to related 
tillage methods, Soils vary in 
organic matter content and this 
in turn can affect overall pro- 
ductivity of crops grown, You 
have probably noticed that a 
crop planted and managed the 
same way in two fields side by 
side or even in the same field 
will show variations in height, 
color of the foliage, and over- 
all vigor. This is due mainly 
to the soil conditions existing 
in the fields, The texture of 
a soil, whether heavy clays, 
sandy loams, loamy sand or 
coarse sands, can affect per- 
miability, drying time, ease of 
workability, erosiveness and 
the soil moisture content, 

Drainage also plays an im- 
portant part in choosing the 
correct tillage system, Well 
drained to moderately well 
drained soils respond well 
under no-tillage or minimum 
tillage systems, while poorly 
drained soils, due to increased 
problems from weeds, might 
respond better to a more con- 
ventional tillage system, 
However, on some soils which 
are subject to seasonally high 
water tables, where more 
trips over the field would ag- 
gravate the problem, a reduction 
in tillage operations may be the 
only way to plant a crop. 

The previous crop grown 
on a certain field can influe- 
nee the choice between no-til- 
lage or conventional tillage me- 
thods, No-till or minimum till 
is more likely to succeed fol- 
lowing soybeans or a small 
grain than it is planted direct- 


No-till planting. 


ly into last year’s corn stub- 
ble. Heavy rye grass or Ber- 
muda grass sods may also cause 
problems with no-till because 
of competition between plants 
and lessened chemical 
efficiency to kill the existing 
sod cover, Small grains that 
were grazed intensively during 
the winter may also not re- 
spond to chemicals due to a 
lack of sufficient foliage to re- 
ceive the chemicals, and if 
this is the case, a chisel plow 
and plant situation may be more 
economical for the farmer, 

In the Southeast, the cli- 
mate may create provlems that 
no one can anticipate before- 
hand, Long rainy spells may 
be followed by intense periods 
of drought, or the exact rever- 
se may happen, If this is so, 
no-tillage offers the benefits 
of better moisture retention 
because of the heavy mulch 
cover over the soil at all 
times, 

The proper control of weeds 
and pests may present a ser- 
ious problem to the farmer. If 
there are fields existing on your 
farm having serious perennial 
weed problems, a more conven- 
tional tillage system and chem- 
ical program may be the only 
way to make a crop, Since no- 
till depends only upon chemicals 
for weed and pest control, a 


farmer should consider map- 
ping out serious weed problems 
directly after harvest and 
then, when planting time comes 
around again, he wili have a 
diagram on hand to show him 
where his trouble spots are 
on his farm, 

The slope of the land great- 
ly affects which tillage system 
would best work on your farm. 
Fields with slopes of five to 
eight percent or higher lose 
tremendous amounts of topsoil 
annually under conventional til- 
lage systems. Minimum or no- 
tillage systems are the best 
way to continue to crop these 
types of fields and yet control 
erosion, More conventional til- 
lage systems shouldbe confined 
to areas where the slopes do 
not exceed five percent. 


All tillage systems offer 
advantages and disadvantages, 
and you may find that a com- 
bination of systems, rather than 
just one, will work best for 
you. In the Wiregrass Area,

- All of these methods 
can be used for good erosion 
control, but the conservation 
tillage system is only as good 
as the man driving the tractor, 
Following terraces and the con- 
tour is just as important as 
the tillage system choice, 


Minimum or no-tillage sys- 
tems are the most effective 
erosion control programs atthe 
farmers’ disposal, The advan- 
tages are numerous, Moisture 
is conserved, erosion is con- 
trolled, fields are not subject 
to clodiness and the traffic 
pan or plow pan present in 
most soils in this area are 
almost completely eliminated, 

There are less trips over 
the field and energy and labor 
are also conserved, Special 
emphasis must be given to weed 
control in using no-till, Dis- 
advantages are: cor, <ct planter 
weighting so the coulter pene- 
trates dry soils, and increased 
disease and insect problems. 

The chisel, plow, dise and 
plant systems mostly used on 
corn and soybeans in the 
Wiregrass Area offers the far- 
mer an alternative to conven- 
tionally breaking the land with 
meldboard plows and better wa- 
ter movement and less erosion, 
The chisel plow, if weighted 
correctly and set low enough 
can adequately break up part 
of the plow pan created by the 
heavy traffic, Another advan- 
tage is that fewer trips are 
made across the field and this 
compaction, Disadvantages of 
this system are fields that dry 
out completely before seed is 
planted, clodiness, and inade- 
quate seed germination in the 
firmer soils, 

The moldbroad plow, disc, 
and plant system is most com- 
monly used on peanuts, In this 
method, about eight trips are 
made over the field. Moisture 
retention is not very high, Due 
to the excessive working of the 
soils and a heavy rain on the 
bare, finely worked soil could 
pruve disasterous, Soil ero- 
sion is the heaviest with this 
system, especially when done 
straight up and down the hill. 
It does have the advantage of 
creating a very weed free, clean 
and pretty field, 


In conclusion, the choice 
of a gvod, workable tillage 
‘system is your choice, and 
only your choice. Conservation 
of our soil and lessenedstream 
yp 'lution should be the number 
«ue item on everybody’s mind, 
The choice of a conservation 
tillage system alone cannot sol- 
ve all of the erosion problems, 
but with correct choices and 
careful planning, it can help 
save svil, money and most im- 
portantly your future.

At the Regional Alcohol- 
ism Council we receive calls

can say ‘‘poof’ and make their 
problems go away. 
Unfortunately this is not 
All we can do for some- 
one is to help him to get halp 
for himself. Since wa are a 
referral rather thai a coun- 


® seling service, we refer peo- 


ple to places whare they can 
get the help they need, Our 
first suggestion for most p30- 
ple with drinking problems is 
that they attend some meetings 
of Alcoholics Anonymous. 

Alcoholics Anonymous (AA) 
is the most successful resource 
we have for halping alcoholics 
today. There are now more 
than one million recovering al- 
coholics in this country. Most 
of them zot sober and stay so- 
ber by going to AA meetings 
and following the program out. 
lined for them in AA. AA is 
free and is available in almost 
every community in the coune 
try. 

Yet many of our clients balk 
at attending an AA meeting be- 
cause they do not understand 
what it is. We also find in 
talking with citizens who are 
conesrued about the probleins 
of alcoholism in our com nu- 
nity that they don’t know what 
AA is either. 

Because AA is sucn an ime 
portant resource for helping 
the alcoholic, I'd like to davote 
the next few waekly columns 
to an explanation of what the 
organization is and ‘ow it 
works. 

Briefly, AA is a fellowship 
of alcoholic men and women 
who want to stay sober them- 
selves and who also want to 
help other alcoholics to achieve 
sobriety. These alcoholics 
meet on a regular basis to 
share with each other their 
experiences with drinking and 
the strength and hope they have 
gotten through AA from not 
drinking, 

AA is an independant ore 
ganziation. It is allied with 
no other organization or in- 
stitution; it steers clear of all 
controversy and neither endor- 
ses nor opposes any causes, It 
was founded by two alcoholics, 
a- medical doctor and a stock 
broker, who had been through 
jails, hospitals, and  sani- 
tariums, and who had been de~ 


clared hopeless by doctors, fa- 
They were: 


milies, and friends. 
two dasperate men who were 
concerned with how to go on 
living and breathing, From 
this membership of two, AA 
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Regional Alcoholism Council 


has grown to its present mem- 
bership of approximately one 
million with almost 28,000 
groups throuzhout the world, 


The only requirement for 
mebership in AA is a desire 
to stop drinking. It is free; 
there are no dues or fees, 
This means that initailly allone 
has to do to get help through 
AA is to want to quit drink- 
ing and appear at an AA meet- 
ing. Its as simple as this. 
No forms, applications--no 
waiting to be admitted, 

Once at an AA meeting, all 
the new person has to do is 
to listen; he does not have to 
give his name; he does not 
have to say a word if he does 
not want to: he does not have 
to pay anything, Later as he 
comes to know other members 
of the group, he will want to 
share his experience, strength, 
and hope, also, 


This, of course, is just the 
beginning. One cannot recover 
by simply attending one AA 
meeting, AA is a program 
that offers the alcoholic a new 
way of life and is a lifelong 
process of *personal growth. 
Through the fellowship with 
other alcoholics, the new per- 
son learns over a period of 
tim2 how to use tools that 
will keep him sober, He 
learns to substitute giving, lo-
